Opportunity Beckons 

I F IT IS to staigw a large-scale military tattoo and 
other major events needing ipnce and overall 
facility as highlights of the local celebration of the 
national centenary in 1967, Greater Victoria requires 
a stadium suitable for such promotion. 

So the B.C. centennial committee chairman, Mr. 
L. J. Wallace, has advised. And with one proviso 
relating to such a project—the provincial govern m e nt 
wont build it. The onus is on municipal enterprise. 

Because of the fire a month ago at Royal Athletic 
Park the problem of providing a new large-abed 
open-air arena has been of immediate civic concern 
even if not too much has been heard on the matter 
lately. The city needs a major sports field in the 
wont way, for the housing not only of athletic events 
but other attractions to which an amenity of this 
nature is essential. 

It is too much to expect the City Hall to procee d 
with a major undertaking of this kind on lb own, 
and the adjacent municipalities will appreciate that 
■uch a stadium would serve the Greater Victoria in 
entirety, as its present comparatively limited s ports 
accommodations do for all citizens imme c t i va of 
municipal boundaries. 

Mr. Wallace's reminder of the open air neak of 
ttie 1967 centennial ties in with the reptecenrat of 
Royal Athletic Park as the major sports centre of 
the area, and suggests an opportunity for realizing 
this aim. The government won’t build a stadium 
per se, but if this were lo be chosen as the collective 
centennial project for this area there would be federal 
and provincial doltar-for-doilar contributions towards 
its construction. 

Vancouver got Hi handsome spacious stadium, 
and incidentally ib Grey Cup this year, because the 
Bnpira Games were staged there in 1954; there ta 
th e cha nce here to get a large-scale stadium as a 
memorial to the centenary of Confederation. And no 
other Joint project for the 1967 occasion has been 
suggested which would seem to be of more value and 
UMing amenity than an open-air arena of this kind. 

It is certainly worthwhile for the intermunidpel 
"enmittee to give serious consideration to such an 
It opens the way to provide an important local 
need with the backing of the senior governments.

Carden Notes 

Enduring Loveliness 


By m. v. ctncaxrr. nun . 

What a lovely, graceful tree ia the 
Paper Birch! Our trio of youg blrchea 
haa llrhtfd up our whole garden this 
fall with the rich gold at iti autumn 
coloring, and when the leaves cars* 
down the lawn beneath looked Ilka a 
deep-piled yellow carpet Leaflets now, 
the structural beauty of the tree la 
revealed; three slim and wilknsy sterna, 
arrhtng gracefully outward, «1th dark 
red twiga and clean, silvery bark. 

* * * 

When I was a boy, my fellow Boy 
Scouts and I. proud of our woodcraft, 
would carve great chunks of bark from 
the forest birchrs to make souvenir 
postcards and miniature Indian canoes. 
It was fun at the time, hut I have been 
ecnaoloua-strtcken alnce Z learned that 
once a birch has been peeled down 
to the orange-colored inner bark, the 
silvery akin will never again grow over 
that spot Those trees see stripped aa 
boys must be defaced to this day— if 
they itfll aland. 

While the birch haa a delicate and 
almost fragile appearance. It la actually 


one of the toughest of ell tour trees and 
can take anything our climate can dish 
out. In the wild. It ia found growing as 
far north aa the shores of Hudson Bay, 
and I have known it to stand undam¬ 
aged through unseasonable frost whe n 
hoary old Scotch pines were killed. 

This extraordinary endurance la due 
very largely to the lovely bark. In 
which ft laminated akin at cork like in¬ 
sulation la built around the tree, filled 
with air apacri to protect the living 
cells beneath from severe temperature 
changes. Over this Insulating layer la 
stretched the shiny white outer skin 
which reflects and turns afide the rays 
of over-bright sun, much as we use 
polished aluminum foil in modern hous¬ 
ing insulation. It ia a rare thing to find 
the bark of a birch split by weather 
eccentricities, as happens with ao many 
other trees. 

* * ft ft 

The birch will take wind as well aa 
float, for the wood Is springy and pflers 
little reshtanoe to winter gales. The 
tree submits to the wind, bending this 
way and that, but recovers aerenely 
when the storm Is over ■ tough, elastis 


quality, which Is perhaps the rvaaoa 
why the birch cane ia chosen to main¬ 
tain discipline among English school¬ 
boys. 

Our three trees were little four-foot 
"whips” when we bought them, and, 
as I recall, they coat us J2 each. W# 
planted all three in the'tone planting 
hole to get ■ "chimp” effect, and this 
crowd toe has made them grow tall and 
slender, arching outward away from one 
another aa they put on height, making 
the tnost graceul picture imaginable, 
ft * e 

While the tree-stemmed clump nf 
European White oc Silver birch hap- 
pern to be my own personal favorite. 
The various forms of weeping birch 
are grand trees too. with none of the 
funereal aspects associated with the 
weeping willow. The QjtJeaf weeping 
birch grows eventually to a height of 
40 feet with deeply-cut, lace-like foliage 
on long, dr oopin g branehlets. Young s 
Weeping birch makes a much smaller 
tree more suitable for the town garden, 
ultimate height about 15 feet, with a 
dome-shaped head, long graceful droop¬ 
ing branches and uncut leaves.
